DECLARATION UNDER 37 CFR S1.131 

1 . I, Alan Reid, am the sole inventor of a U.S. Patent Application entitled "Needle Device 
Having Slideable Member Providing Enhanced Safety," now pending before the U.S. Patent 
Office as Application No. 10/712,600. 

2. I have read the Office Action mailed on February 9, 2007 in which the Examiner rejects 
1-23 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 7,097,637 to Triplett et al. 
the Triplett patent was filed on August 27, 2003. The Triplett patent does not claim priority to 
any earlier patent application. As described below in detail, I fabricated a working prototype 
embodying the claimed invention prior to August 27, 2003. 

2. Prior to August 27, 2003, the invention claimed in U. S. Patent Application No. 
10/712,600 was actually reduced to practice with the fabrication of a working prototype. The 
subject matter claimed in the '600 application, which was reduced to practice prior to August 27, 
2003, includes subject matter set forth in claim 1, for example, which requires: 

A medical device having a user position and a non-use position, comprising: 
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a housing having firstand second portions eachhaving respective first and second ends 
the second portion having a first position in the use position and a second position in the non-use 
position; 

a longitudinal member having first and second ends, the longitudinal member extending 
fiom the housing m the use position and being captured by the first housing portion in the non- 
use position; and 

a needle extending downwardly fiom the housing in the use position arid not extending 
fiom the device in the non-use position. 

3. Prior to August 27, 2003, 1 built a prototype embodying the claimed invention. I engaged 
Glen Schult to generate design drawings from the prototype. Exhibit A is a print out an email 
fiom Glen on July 31, 2003 attaching the drawings generated from the prototype I had fabricated, 
The drawings embodying the claimed invention attached to the email of July 31, 2003 are shown 
in Exhibit B. 


4. It is standard practice for me to develop prototypes and to give them to Glen Schult to 
generate design drawings. We have a business relationship spanning over five years. I have a 
specific recollection in this case of providing Glen with the prototype on or about mid July 2003 
from which the drawings in Exhibit B were generated. 

5. " The prototype I fabricated was fully functional. The drawings generated by Glen Schult from" 
"the'prdtotype and usedln the present patent ¥ppiication. 

6 . All of the acts referred to herein took place in the United States.
